Dr. K. Walter Addresses Phil- 
osophical Society 

OPEN DISCUSSION 

Effects of Philosophy on 
Works of Some German 
Poets 

lva*t digit t when Dr. Waller ad- 
dressed the I'hlluaophicnl Social}' on 
•'Literature and l'hlloaoiihy, with spu- 
cial reference to German Llternturo," 
he dealt with a very difficult and 
broa.l subject In ti lucid and ovoil 
brilliant manner. After the reading 
of the inimités of. the previous meet- 
lugs, Br. Walter spoke of the funda- 
mental difference between the Poet 
and the Philosopher. The mentali- 
ties required aro different. A. poet 
is essentially not a metaphysician, and 
vice versa. On the one hand an 
exact definition of terms Is funda- 
mental, but .the poet's terms arc never 
defined and tire seldom the sa inc. or 
even correct. A poet must have the 
temperament of an sia-t 1st . Personal- 
ity filters very largely into his work 
whereas in the caso of the philosopher 
as with the scientist, the personality 
is suppressed. 

German literature arose in a at- 
mosphere of some three hundred potty 
states, eaeii one moro or loss tyrann- 
ised by an o<iual numbed of prince- 
linen. With the rise of such philo- 
sophers and writers as Fiehlo; Shell - 
inr, and Negel. at this time, a politi- 
cal accompanied a literary efflores- 
cence. These were in touch with phil- 
osophy at one time or another, n.s 
indeed wore nil ;;ood German writers- 
While Lessiugr. Schiller, and Goethe 
never gave a philosophic work to the 
world yet philosophy had a life long 
influence as part and parcel of their 
artistic creations. "We cannot fully 
appreciate- thenv without n. knowledge 
of their philosophy. Schiller is the 
mom philosophical. Until he read 
Kajit he "felt' philsophy, and when ho 
understood and admired Kant, after 
4 years of study, he thought Kant. 
His artistic creative energy then broke 
out and Schiller's greatest work is 
subsequent to this period. Goethe 
was an eclectic in philosophy which, 
he said, must appeal lo his whole 
nature and not merely to his reason. 
Things that affected his senses ap- 
pealed to him stronjjly, nevertheless 
: nail a great admiration for Spin- 
oza. 

Dr. Walter then spoke of the neces- 
sity of Including philosophy in a. 
course of study of German Literature, 
and of the evils of keeping such 
intimately connected subjects In wilt 
er-tight compartments . 

An interesting discussion followed 
during- which the hope was «-xprossed 
that a whole series of papers, deal- 
ing with the rebnion of philosophy 
10 the various branché» of knowledge 
be presented next, session. 

Mr. Klinoberg announced that April 
being' the two hundredth anniversary 
of immanttel lvii.nl Dr. Illckson had 
consented to address the Hoclely on 
this philosopher in March.

Dartmouth Won First Half at 
Home By Large Margin 

On I'Vlitay and Saturday of this 
week. I ho Met! H I Ski and Snowshoc 
Club is determined lo assert lln claim 
lo the Winter Carnival champomihip; 
and overcome Dartmouth's nineteen 
mid one ha.lf point load, gnint'l by 
that ciJIlegc at the recent merit at 
Da U nion I h . 

At. Hie Dartmouth meet this month

The almost unique quarto or Shake- 
speare's "Richard 11" ot the third edi- 
tion, dated 153S, found recently at 
McOill was yesterday placed on view- 
In tho gallery of the Library. Dr. 
Lemur, the "Librarian, has arranged 
In chronological order the facsimiles 
of many e<u-ly editions or the play >n 
the same caac. Thes« are opened 
cither at the title pago or at one of 
the leaves which made the identifi- 
cation of the discovery possible. 

The exhibit Is composed of two 
copie., of the loti cnu»rto i one show- 
ing the title imge and the other the 
leaf by which all the editions were 
compared; then a spaco ror the sec- 
ond edition ot 159S which the Library 
lacks; the quarto of the 159$ third 
edition, recently Identified ' at McGdll; 
the 11108 quarto; the 1984 quarto and 
thon throe copies of tho V'irst Folio, 
issued In Xi'ii', one showing tho title 
page and dedication, the second the 
first page of tho play and last show- 
ing Die toil corresponding: to that of 
I ho 16SS quarto; tho Second Folio of 
163-1, open at the first page, as are 
tho last two volumes, tho Third and 
Fourth Folios of 1fiS3 and 1BSS res- 
pectively. 

Before Shakespeare's death in U16 t 
only sixteen of his works were print- 
ed, Ihe earliest form in which the 

i\ of his plays appears ibeingr the 
iliiiirtos, so named from tho way in 
Which a sheet Ot paper was folded 
Into tour pag-cs. "With all their faults 
and inaccuracies, these volumos pres- 
ent the author's works In the condi- 
tion In which they were slvcn to read- 
ers ot his own Utiy. 

Two separate editions of 'Richard 
11" appeared in 1598. Of tho first, 
eight ouplcs exist, while ot tho sec- 
ond there are two. one now possessed 
by McOill and tho other in the lib- 
rary of Mr. "W. A. White, of Brook- 
lyn. Tho uewly-dtacovcred quarto 
lacks tho title pages »nd first tour 
leaves, but it is otherwise intact, It 
Is opened at the same passage ua the 
fac.ilmllles of other editions, and a 
comparison ot its tost with the cor- 
responding patfea ot earlier and later 
qUHl'tos will show muny differences. 

Dur.iiig Shakespeare's lifetime, three 
quartos ve ucll0(l l ' ivo editions, two 
reached tour, two wore leaned tlireo 
times, two twice while thuto were 
Won single, imlillc^tlon^.

Few countries have such a number 
of name.':, of heroic women in the an- 
nals of their early history as this 
Canada of ours. From our childhood 
we have all been familiar with the 
names of, Jlarie do L'Incarnation . 
Jeanne Mance, and Marguerite Bout-- 
geoys, though perhaps w,e are more or 
less a trifle hazy in regard to their 
actual ifort ïn tho ' founding of our 
dominion. Other names almost Insep- 
arably connected with the ones already 
mentioned are, Madame de lu. reltrie, 
Madeleine do Vorcheren, perhaps not. 
quite as closely, and Jater on, more 
thon a century later, we have Laura Sc- 
cord, probably the most familiar of all 
to us. Let us turn aside for a moment 
from this busy and sometimes depres- 
sing materialistic world, and with them 
live over thoir lives, again dream their 
dreams., and realize their ideals— all 
of which have helped to build up our 
Canada lo what it is to-day. 

Let us first look into the lite of 
Madame do la Peltrie, the foundress 
of the Ursullno Convent at Quebec. 
Madame do ja, Pel trie was born in the 
year that Champlain sailed up tha St. 
Lawrence. From her youth she wnn 
intensely devoted to Canadian Mis- 
sions,' as indeed were many other noble 
ladles in France. To keep her from 
actually joining a religious order lier 
father forced her to marry. Being Jeft 
a widow at the ag„ of twenty two, she 
again turned to her scheme of endow- 
ing a Canadian mission. Once morn 
her father stepped in to prevent lier, 
but on his death, she became fron to 
carry out her long roll wish. Sho went 
immediately lo tho Ursullno Convent 
at Tours w,hcro tiï<* Jesuits h.ad chosen 
a Mother Superior for the now in- 
stitution to be founded at .Quebec, 
owing lu her endowment. This Mother 
Superior \va*> tho heroic Marie do 
L'Incarnation with whom wo shall 
(deal at grenier length later on. On 
May I, IS.'IO, these lw,o women, Iho 
foundrers, and (he Mother Superior of 
the now Convent, set snil, togèihor 
with another deiicolo young Urgiiiiuo 
nun, Mnrie de St. Bernard and ro- 
coived an inspiring welcome from 
ihc Governor and people of Québec. 
Thus began Ihe L'rsuline Con vent and 
iho Hotel Dieu of Iho hospital sisters, 
ai. Québec. As the remainder of Mad- 
ame do la Peltrle's life i» bound very 
closely Willi Hint of Madame de L'ln- 
|cu.rnn Lion and Joanne Muiice, lot us 
look into the characters of these two 
other noble, selfless, . hlgli-souled 
women, before dealing with Ihe lime 
when all three <:nni e together in their 
hcrof: work for Canada. 



■Muric do L'incarnation, as wc said 
before, was tho first Mother Superior 
to the now convent formed In the ear- 
ly days of lh e French settlement at 
( Quohcc . Before 'joining tho Ursullno 
|Order, she had beoii married, but very 
(unhappily, and had separated from her 
, husband. Her strong materna] love Is 
said to hnvc kept her for a long time 
from becoming a h'ijii. She was born 
;in lûil'J und was about flfLy years of 
ago, when she set Kill for Canada. 
.Francis l'arkman describes her at this 
lime as "A stately figure with features 
strongly marked, perhaps somewhat 
masoullue." As Well as being subject 
to visions, ■ raptures' and' hlgh relig- 
ious excitement, sjio also had a groat 
talent for business'. Besides the ordin- 
ary executive bus-lnosB of the Convent 
at Quebec, she spont much time in- 
structing Indian -children. Sho also 
kept up a vast correspondence with 
France, it is almost impossible to say 
Just what Marie do L'Incanmtlon did 
for the colony, and how sho surmount- 
ed all the difficulties of her position, 
which wore augmented by Madame do 
la Poltrlc going on the now expldition 
to Montreal. She was beloved by all, 
and Catholic writers extoll her as a 
saint. Mere,, wc will loav e her, when 
sho died in 1671', having at the end the 
satisfaction that her son hod followed, 
her wishes and become a priest. Let 
us now, turn to Mlle. Jeanne Mance. 
■ Mile. Mance was bom in 1C0G. Al- 
though of a vory religious dl£<posltlon 
she did not. feel tho call to bocomo a 
nun. Influenced by tho story of Mad- 
ame de In, Poltrle, .hI) 0 determined to 
go lo Canada and 'In 1841, 'wont to La 
Itoclicllc. While (here sho mot Dauv- 
erslerc, who was going out to found a 
hospital, und wj'th' throd other women 
alio decided lo join the expedition. 
They spent tho first winter in Quebec, 
going to Mom rem In' 1C42. A pictur- 
esque «cootliii of the landing is glvon 
in l'nrkiiian'a "Jo'suKs In N'orth Am- 
erica.." Space does not permit us to 
recount It hero but it Is Interesting to 
nolo Hint nniong the IIHlo band apart 
from Mnl.fonnouvo and his soldltfrs, 
worn Mile, Manco, Madame do |u pol- 
trle and her servnlil, Churlolto Burro. 

Through Ihe genoroslly of Mndnmo 
Bullion, a hospital was hull!, and, bore, 
Mile, Maueo' took up her abode. Ho'ru 
she tended nut only ilia sick nnil 
wounded of her people; imt Indlnnr. 
also received iillentloii in this, the first 
hospliiii in dnnndii. Apart from her 
work here, many executive deals foil 
lo her, n ml slid became second only to 
Mnls'oiinbijyo In Iho settlement. Later 
on, she wont ' back lo Franco lo raise 
funds; u nil alter a life of groat self 
encriflca died In 1(1711, two yours nfttr 
Muiliinin île in Poltrio, 

MiirguAjto Ooiirgiioys also took an 
iiotlvu part In tjip wni-k,.of Montroul. 
She was potisussoil of friinkiioHM, loy-
